I f for some reason you have 
not observed the five planets in 
the western sky, the first two 
weeks of May will continue to 
bean ideal time! Remember all 
one has to do is catch a sunset 
and look above the point on the 
western horizon where the sun 
set as the planets slowly become 

visible. 

If you had a large enough 
meter stick, you could literally 
draw a straight line through the 
planets, for they orbit the Sun in 
a plane — the ecliptic. You will 



notice that this line through the 
planets is tilted slightly to the 
south. 

In early May, Mercury 
will be just above the horizon, 
followed by Venus, Mars, Sat- 
urn, and Jupiter. Mars can be 

recognized by its red color, and 
Jupiter and Venus will be the 

brightest. During the second 
week of May, have fun watch- 
ing Venus and Mars move 
above Saturn, with Mercury just 
below Saturn.

Following on the heels of 
her highly acclaimed Daugh- 
ter of Fortune, Isabel Allende 
continues that story with Por- 
trait in Sepia. Set at the end of 
the 19th century Chile it fol- 
lows the experiences of Aurora 
del Vaile. Bom to great wealth 
and privilege and free from the 
usual strictures placed on her 
contemporaries, Aurora is 
plagued by terrifying night- 
mares and trauma induced 
memory loss that renders her 
unable to remember her first 
five years of life. 

The Sisters: The Saga 
of the Mitford Family by vet- 
eran biographer Mary S. Lovell 
reintroduces Americans to the 
Mitfords. It seems that for al- 
most 50 years the Mitford sis- 
ters knew everybody and did 
everything- Of course there 
were six of them (not counting 
brother Tom) so it's not too 
surprising that from the 1920' s 
to the 70' s one or another was 
generally in the news. Middle 
sister Unity serves as an ex- 



ample. In the early 1930' s. 
while still in her teens, she be- 
came infatuated with Adolf 
Hitler. She traveled to Ger- 
many and managed to become 
Hitler's main squeeze. The re- 
lationship continued until the 
outbreak of the war at which 
point, distraught at the thought 
of their two respective coun- 
tries fighting each other, Unity 
unsuccessfully tried to commit 
suicide and was sent back home 
to England, which deeply shook 
Hitler. Anyway, it's a fast read- 
ing 500 pages that range from 
the laughable to the grotesque. 
It's hard not to like the 
story that begins, '"Perhaps my 
fate was sealed when I sold my 
three-year-old sister/' That's 
how we're introduced to 
Pulitzer Prize author Robert 
Olsen Butler's new novel Fair 
Warning. Protagonist Amy 
Dickerson (she's the one who 
sold her sister) threads her way 
in and out of the glamorous 
world of a Manhattan auction 
house.

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Going home and coping with Mecca on race weekend

The Courier editor, a 
Talladega native, talks about 
joining 180,000 pilgrims in a 
rite of passage... 

I was born on race day in Talladega 
in 1982. and have been brought up fol- 
lowing NASCAR. My uncle Roy has 
given me tickets for the past 15 years for 
a birthday present. My father Tommy 
and Uncle James have both raced at the 
nearby short track and we have met so 
many people and had so much fun to- 
gether over the years. A race weekend 
in Talladega is for me, then, not only a 
family event, but a yearly rite of pas- 
sage. 

As I drove home on Thursday, 
April 18, I passed at least 30 motor 
homes and trucks pulling trailers with 
everything one could need to camp. 
When 1 reached Talladega County, I 
decided to get off 1-20 an exit early, but 
was that ever a bad idea. When I reached 
the Lincoln exit I thought I would be 
able to get off and take a left away from 
the race track, but was I wrong again! I 
kept driving until the next exit, 
Eastaboga. No one even knows about 
this exit and it was backed up not as bad 
as the other two, but there was more 
traffic there than I had ever seen. 



Many people who come to 
Talladega follow NASCAR everywhere 
and some are only there for the one-time 
experience. The campgrounds begin to 
fill up at least by Tuesday before the 
race . On Thursday it's pac ked and people 
are still coming in on Friday. Some 
people who come for the weekend never 
make it inside the race grounds. They 
simply come to enjoy the pre-race ac- 
tivities. There is the Hall of Fame to 
visit, the Davey Allison Memorial, mu- 
sic around town (like City Fest), and 
there are races at the short track on 
Friday and Saturday night. 

The population of Talladega is only 
around 30,000 people, but in one week- 
end our population becomes six times 
greater. In Talladega everything is nor- 
mally so close that to get from one side 
of town to the other it only takes about 
fifteen minutes. During the two week- 
ends that race fans come to Talladega 
each year, it becomes bumper-to-bumper 
traffic and takes at least thirty or forty 
minutes to get anywhere at any time, day 

or night. 

Being from Talladega and only liv- 
ing seven miles from the track, no one 
would ever imagine that it would take 
me an hour to get there. I actually live on 
the Eastaboga side of the track where 
most fans use the Lincoln side. So this 
hour includes side roads that many fans 



do not know about. I'm 
sure the average race fan 
must take at least two 
hours to crawl a few 
miles on race day. 

As we sat in traffic 
Sunday morning, there 
were houses two miles 
from the track charging 
$10 to park and people 
were paying this price 
and having to walk about 
four miles to get inside 
the actual racetrack. 

The closest park- 
ing to the track is C&C

Campground, and they charge $15 a car 
and $300 for a camper. On Sunday there 
were several hundred cars and motor 
homes surrounding us in the campground. 
We arrived at 8:30 a.m. and the gates 
were closed within 30 minutes because 
the campground was full. And let me 
remind you that the race did not begin 
until 1 p.m. 

Many people ask why do you go to 
watch cars go around and around in a 
circle. My personal opinion is that 
everyone who lives in Alabama should 
experience it once in his or her lifetime, 
like going to Mecca for a Muslim. Not 
only is it the biggest party one could ever 
imagine, but the pure spectacle of such a 
mass of humanity coming together for 



one event lends it an air of almost reli- 
gious significance. 

On Sunday, April 21, Talladega 
Superspeedway hosted the largest crowd 
in track history for the Aaron's 499. the 
reace's latest name. Some estimate over 
180,000 fans were present. With last 
year's 5,200-seat addition in the O.V. 
Hill South Tower, Talladega 
Superspeedway permanent seating 
reached 143,500. But this does not in- 
clude the fans who fill the 212-acre 
infield! This area, bigger than an 18- 
hole golf course, is home to eight re- 
served campgrounds. The famed 2.66- 
mile tri-oval hosts two NASCAR Win- 
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It's spring and people's fancy turns to the nearest fishing hole

The weather is getting warmer, the 
days are getting longer, the dogwoods 
are blooming, and the fish are biting. The 
Tuscaloosa area is blessed with an abun- 
dance of water for anyone who likes or 
might like to try fishing. As a matter of 
fact, no matter where you live in Tusca- 
loosa or Northport, there is a place to fish 
a few short miles away. 

There are two impoundments of the 
Warrior River: Oliver that runs right 
through town and Holt, just north of 
town, near Brook wood. Both offer an- 
glers an opportunity to catch a variety of 
species offish from bream, crappie, cat- 
fish, striped, spotted and largemouth bass. 
Both of these lakes are more easily ac- 
cessed from a boat; however, there are 
two public parks on Holt dam. 

There is Deerlick Creek on the 
Northport side of the river and Rocky 
Branch on the Brookwood side. Both 
offer camping, swimming and fishing. 
Just below Oliver dam and off of 15th 
street there is a public fishing pier that 



gives anglers a chance to catch big cat- 
fish, striped and spotted bass in the cur- 
rent below the dam. 

There is also Lake Tuscaloosa, a 
beautiful lake that is deep and clear. It is 
also the source of drinking water for the 
cities of Tuscaloosa and Northport. There 
are several public boat ramps scattered 
out all over the lake. Most have piers and 
areas around them to fish from. The lake 
offers the same variety of fish as the 
other local waters. Again, the better part 
of the lake is more accessible from a 
boat. 

For those who do not have access 
to a boat, there are plenty of great fishing 
spots around that can be accessed easily 
from the bank. Lake Lurlecn state park, 
off US 82 West, is such a place. Lake 
Lurleen can be great fishing. There are 
plenty of catfish, bass, and bream. If you 
wish, you can rent a paddleboat for $7 
for one hour or $10 for two hours. 

Mimosa Park is also easily acces- 
sible from the bank. For $3 more you 
can also rent a boat here as well. 

You may want to bring your own 



paddle or trolling motor. Mimosa is a fair 
size pond and has been known to produce 
some quality bass 

Lake Harris and Lake Nicol are 
two more lakes that can offer some good 
fishing at times. Lake Nicol is better 
known to some as the Cliffs. Both are 
located just above Lake Tuscaloosa off 
of New Watermelon Rd. 

Unless you are fishing with a cane 
pole in your county of residence you will 
need a license before you go fishing in 
Alabama. An annual residence license is 
$9.50. A nonresidents 
license varies de- 
pending on your state 
of residence. All 
states are $31 with the 
exception of Florida 
($31.50) and Louisi- 
ana ($60). Both are 
valid for one year 
from the date of pur- 
chase. 

Besides your li- 
cense, you will also 
need some tackle and 



bait. What type of tackle and bait you 
need depends on what type of fishing 
you want to do. 

For bream it is hard to beat crickets 
and wigglers on a cane pole or an ultra 
light rod. 

Crappie are also fond of live bait 
such as shiners. However in a lot of 
situations artificial bait such as roadrun- 
ners, squirrel tail jigs and small tube jigs 
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Perhaps the closest fishin' hole to Tuscloosa is at Oliver Lock 
and Dam

can be as equally effective on bream and 
crappie as live bait. 

For catfish you would want to use a 
stronger rod and reel. It is not uncom- 
mon to see catfish in excess of 20 pounds. 
Your best baits are chicken liver, night 
crawlers, catalpa worms, shad, or scented 
dough baits. 

For those who favor bass fishing, 
plastic worms and lizards are a must. 
They are available in a vast number of 
sizes and colors. Pumpkin chartreuse, 
green pumpkin, junebug, redbug, and 
watermelon are a few of your best colors. 
Spinnerbaits, and diving crankbaits are 
also a good thing to have with you on a 



fishing trip. Bass can also usual!) b 
caught on live bait such as shiner- as 
well.
